The country has plenty of critical matters 
to engage it without wantonly pursuing 
trouble. 
Concentrating 
negro troops any- 
where in the far south is not an insuperable 
exigency of war. It is not in any sense due 
to the simplest necessities of the case. Noth 
ing can be more certain than that it is not 
wise. 
The Houston affair seems to be an 
abundant proof of that and the government 
confirms the view by making ha!^te to get th:i 
body of negro soldiers concerned in the re- 
volt far away from the scene of their tragic 
performance. The slaughter of near a score 
of white persons in Houston by the colored 
soldiers wearing the national uniform and 
with federal arms in their hands has a look 
that bccomes worse the more soberly it is 
viev/ed. 
It is not unnatural that Texans-- 
and the whole south, for the matter of that— 
should reflcct upon it witli kindled feolinp-. 
The war department has no authority to as- 
sert, no position to vindicate by insistence that 
it will quarter negro soldiers in Texas or ÍTI 
any other state of the south. 
The merest 
common sense dictates that they be placed 
where the least trouble is likely to ensue from 
their preseuc'e. It Avill hardly be contended 
that any southern point is such a place. 


AVhile it is true that such an outbreak as 
took place in Houston might have occurred ir. 
any northern city—East St. Louis, ^'or ii"- 
stance—it must frankly be recognized that the 
likelihood of such trouble was greater and 
will be greater south than north. Moreover, 
much will depend upon the character oil the 
negro troops themselves. Northern 
negroes 
down south become a problem quite different 
from southern negroes at home or even in the 
north. In any event, there is no need that coi- 
ored troops be assembled in parts of the coun- 
try where trouble is most readily provoked 
and in this case it was Texas, whose people 
have had a sore spot in respect of colored sol- 
diers for a good many years that have gone 
by since the Brownsville affair, in whicii negro 
troops "shot up the town" and held forth 
with red riot for a day or two. 


Nothing is to be gained by continuing the 
practice of assembling large bodies of colored 
soldiers in southern camps and at southern 
military posts, whereas much risk is incurred 
by doing so. It is less of consequence that 
the people of Texas protest and petition 
against it, so far as their own state is con- 
cerned, than that intrinsically it is not a wise 
thing to do. 


NO OCCASION TO HURRY. 


Signs of a mild interest in the municipal 
campaign are apparent. 
There is no reason 
why the interest should not for the present re- 
main mild. No occasion to hasten into a local 
turmoil can be found. Some ten weeks must 
intervene between now and the day of the 
elections. 
A period much less will answer 
plenteously for the distractions of a campaign 
that on many accounts should not be distract- 
ing. 
The people here, as elsewhere, have a 
more serious business in hand than heating 
themselves over a question of municipal office, 
and Ave do not believe that in this community 
there is any impatience to begin fanning the 
fires of partisan ardor. The issues of the cam- 
paign—if there are any defined issues in the 
campaign—are not of a radical sort nor com- 
plex structure. A few weeks will answer very 
well for their presentation and discussion, 
whatever they are. Matters of sumptuary pol- 
icy and moral restraints no longer are polit- 
ical questions here. 
The settled practice in 
the city hall has become that law is law and 
right is right. 
Two consecutive administra- 
tions have—enduringly, we believe—estab- 
lished that much in Fort Wayne. 
All par- 
ties and all citizens are agreed now upon pol- 
icies of law enforcement and the maintenance 
of moral conditions so far as local government 
can determine them. Nowhere is there even 
a differentiated difference as to these things. 
So we have for an issue the necessity to choose 
as between two very excellent men which is 
tlie better for mayor. Are ten weeks of pure- 
ly created disturbance, incited feeling and 
])artisan heat of the public mind necessary to 
such a choice? We do not think so; you do 
not think so. Let 
'er simmer for awhile 
longer.

In 
some districts, unknown to the aver- 
age citizen, they have made a detailed 
investigation of every person in the 
community who could be 
suspected 
of having an income large enough to 
be subject to the federal tax. 
In oth- 
er districts they have merely investi- 
gated those persons whom they had 
reason to believe were evading all or 
part of their taxes. 


This investigation has been ruade 
more comprehensive during the last 
year by reason of the fact that sincc 
the passage of the revenue bill of last 
autumn 
all corpoi'ations have

required to furnish the treasury with

A mine worth $50,000 v.'ill produ.co 
more than 2,000 tons of coal a week 
operating two-thirds of the time, and 
a price now fixed will make an average 
profit of 60 to 75 cents a ton. 
It can 
be easily calculated that under tho 
present prices the ordinary mine will 
make more than 100 per cent profit in 
a year. If this were true in other lines 
the grocery man would make. $10,000 
to $20,000 a year profit and so would 
every other merchant In Newcastle and' 
even amallor towns.

In Oklahoma It is Found to 
Be Main Cause of Absen- 
teeism from School. 


New Tork, Aug. 28.—^In rural sec- 
tions of the country f a r m work is the 
most active and inveterate enemy of 
school attendance, 
according to 
the 
August n u m b e r 
of the Child 
Labor 
Bulletin, which is devoted mainly to a 
discussion of the effect of f a r m work 
on school attendance in times both of 
peace and of war. 
The first study was 
m a d e in Oklahoma last year and was 
completed before the United States en- 
tered the war. 
It is part of the broad 
survey of the employment of children 
on f a r m s the National 
Child 
Labor 
committçe is making and Is represen- 
tative of conditions existing in normal 
times. 


It was found in Oklahoma that f a r m - 
work was responsible for more 
ab- 
Bencea 
f r o m 
school 
than 
all 
other 
causes pombined—73,121 days of ab- 
sence being attributed to it and only 
44,148 days to illness, the next largest 
group. 
"This shows how serious 
a 
factor labor is in the breaking down of 
rural school attendance," says the re- 
port, "especially as the total of days 
absent is imuch more than a third of 
the total days present." 
The result of 
absence due to f a r m w o r k 
is 
shown 
most clearly in the figures for retarda- 
tion given in the report. 
51 per cent of 
the f a r m w o r k e r s are behind in their 
graden, while less than 25 per cent of 
those absent because of illness, 
dis- 
tance and bad weather were retarded 
and only 12.6 per cent of those who 
attended 
regularly. 
"When, in 
con- 
nection with the fact that farmworkers 
progress most slowly it is remembered 
that they lose more school time tha'h 
aU the other groups combined, we are 
confronted by a relation showing 
a 
logical 
sequence," 
says 
the 
report. 
"Children can not do good school work 
unless they attend regulany and the 
oftener they are absent the lower their 
standing will be." 
To meet the situa- 
tion the report recommends that the 
compulsory education law be strength- 
ened by making it apply to the entire 
term instead of to only two-thirds of 
it, as is the case at present, and that 
a larger unit of organization t h a n the 
local district be adopted as it is im- 
possible to have the law enforced where 
local officials have to prosecute their 
own neighbors if they m a k e any at- 
tempt to enforce it. 


The tendency of war to aggravate 
the conditions found in normal times 
is brought out in another article on 
"The Child's P a r t in Food Production," 
based on an inquiry into the extent to 
whicli 
children 
have 
been 
excused 
from «school to engage in agriculture 
Hs a patriotic service. 
Much was said 
last spring of the necessity for using 
scliool children to solve the f a r m labor 
prohlem and many school supermtend- 
ents acted at once on the suggestion. 
"There can be no question of the pa- 
triotic motives tliat led the state su- 
perintendents of education to advise 
local officials to excuse children from 
school for farmwork," says the i-eport, 
"but 
there 
i« very 
grave 
question 
whether the action taken by those of- 
ficials was not short-sighted patriotism 
which will do the country more h a r m 
than good." 
In most of the states in- 
vestigated 
by the committee it 
was 
found that children were permitted to 
leave without any preliminary inquiry, 
into the need for their services, inves- 
tigation of the places 
they 
were 
to 
work, provision for keeping track of 
them to know how many had left and 
where they were, or physical examina- 
tion of those who left to see that they 
were strong enough to do farmwork. 
.As a result few superintendents of edu- 
cation had any idea how many chil- 
dren were excused, where they were, 
how m u c h they were paid, what con- 
ditions 
they 
were 
living- under, 
or 
whether 
they would 
ever return 
to 
school. 
The report points out that if 
the school officials are permitted 
to 
join with the f a r m e r in putting crops 
before school attendance without any 
attempt to safeguard the children, con- 
ditions found to *>xist in normal times 
will be greatly aggravated and at the 
end of the war the younger generation 
on whom will fall the burden of carry- 
ing on the wo:-k of the country will be 
handicapped by lack of sufficient edu- 
cation and premature labor. 
In Eng- 
land it was found that wherever ade- 
quate wages were offered there were 
enough 
adults available to m a k e 
it 
unnecessary lo use young childx'en on 
the farms.

istrator, is a square-Jawed m a n who 
looks physicially able to take care of 
himself in any sort of scrap.

he 
radiates -personality. 
Before you have spoken with him you 
know behind the clear eyes and ex- 
pressive mouth is a mind as vigorous aa 
his body. 


The out.«rtanding impres.sion Garfleld 
leaves is of vigor, decision and fair- 
nes.s. 
It would be a waste of time to 
attempt to mislead him. 
If he didn't 
already know the facts he would rind 
them out. 


These as.sets will stand Garfield in 
good stead as coal administrator. 
For 
the coal barons' 
opposition 
will 
be 
more concentrated 
and 
hostile 
than 
Hoover has found in food administra- 
tion. 


Garfleld is 54, but looks like a m a n 
in his early forties. 
He is the eldest 
son of f o r m e r President Garfleld. 
Al- 
though a lawyer by profession, he has 
spent mo.st of his life as an educator. 
He has been professor of law and poli- 
tics in Western Reserve and Princeton 
universities, respectively, and president 
of Williams college since 1908. 


Walking and tennis are his two chief 
recreations, and he sets a fast pace in 
both. 


During the day. while at v/ork, Gar- 
field never smokes. 
After dinner at 
night, when he relaxes, he does little 
else. 
He smokes a highly vegetarian 
brand of cigar, guaranteed not to affect 
the nerves, and burns one after another 
from dinnertime to bedtime. 


In Washington, Garfield is living as 
one of the official family of Herbert 
Hoover at Hoover's residence on Six- 
teenth street. 
Hoover is a connoiseur 
of cigars. 
F o r several weeks he dodged 
sampling any of Garfield's cigars, urged 
upon him almost nightly. 
Finally he 
consented to try one. 


"They won't do you any h a r m , " Gar- 
field urged. 


"No; and I doubt they'll do me any 
good," Hoover said. 


He lighted one, took a few pulfs and 
silently withdrew.

The law will not affect coal for which 
contracts have been made, and certain- 
ly more than half the coal mined and 
consumed is subject to contracts run- 
ning from one month to five years 
ahead. 


The $2 price is intended to affect the 


floating coal and, by eliminating undue 
speculation, make it possible for those 
who have not contracted and buy In 
small quantities to meet their needa 
without being bled. 


The two-dohar mine price will not 
necessarily affect the retailer. 
Many 
retailers are merely subsldary corpor- 
ations controlled by larger corporations 
which own the mines. 
The railroads 
are also interlocked with such coal 
companies. 
The 
two-dollar 
price is 
merely a point of departure at which 
the wholesaler begins to reckon 
his 
retail profit, for he is also the retailer. 


If the two-dollar mine price becomes 
extortionate at the stove or furnace 
of the consumer, there is ample power 
in the law to And out where the profit- 
eering comes In and check it.

"There Is no difficulty .about home 
drying fruits and vegetable.^. 
Sun dry- 
ing of fruit was 
a common 
enough 
home industry a few years ago. 


"A few homemade 
shallow 
trays 
and a little mosquito netting are all 
you need for sun drying. 


"A few trays bent out of coarse wire 
netting 
and 
fitted 
like 
removable 
shelves into a lath frame are all you 
need to dry over your range or gas 
stove or before an electric fan. . 


"Yes. 
There have been recent im- 
provenjents in grandmother's success- 
ful method. 
It has been found that 
currents of air are better than heat. In 
removing surplus water. 


"Water is all that is taken out; flavor, 
texture and food value are not impair- 
ed. 
Soaking and cooking restore the 
succulent quality so important in the 
winter diet. 


"Dried products can be kept in paper 
containers." 


Hundreds of tons of peach and apri- 
cot seeds, which have been

away every season heretofore by the

SUBMARINE PROB-

by a group of scientific geniuses who 
have toiled at 
it 
unremittingly 
for 
many months. 
It is being applied by 
the allied naval officers and men in 
the fighting: ships, principally destroy- 
ers, in a manner which is increasingly 
effective. 


When the history of the greatest of 
all wars is wi-itten, not the least im- 
portant or thrilling chapter will be the 
one which will tell how a group of 
American scientists accepted the chal- 
lenge of the German admiralty and in 
the face of obstacles which at times 
Beefned insurmountable won the com- 
bat. 


It is not permissible, 
for 
reasons 
that are obvious, to go into details as 
to the character of the anti-submarine 
device which has been developed and 
which is very rapidly attaining greater 
and greater perfection. 
It may be said, 
however, that its development is be- 
yond the theory or laboratoi-y stage, 
and that it is being tested and its ef- 
fectiveness proved every day in the 
great submarine hunt which has now- 
spread over every sea where the sub- 
marines operate. 


No submarine, submerged or on the 
surface, can approach within striking 
distance of any ship outfitted with this 
apparatus without its presence and lo- 
cation being known. 
It is only the 
question of a short time when every 
naval vessel engaged in the submarine 
hunt will be so outfitted. 


This does not mean that from now 
on the submarine will not continue to 
take a great toll of shipping, or that 
at any time in the near future the tor- 
pedoing of ships will absolutely stop. 
In other words, the apparatus or de- 
jVice or method, or whatever name we 
call it, will never be 100 per cent effec- 
tive. 
.. ,;But even the least scientific or strat- 
egically minded 
layman can 
under- 
stand what a long step has been taken 
toward eliminating the submarine as a 
vital factor in the war when he realizes 
that once a destroyer "gets in touch" 
with 
a 
submarine 
it 
can 
keep 
in 
"touch" until the submarine rises. And 
«very submarine must rise at intervals 
to change its electric batteries. 


No submarine is a match for a de- 
stroyer in a surface fight. 


There have been more surface fights 
between 
destroyer.s 
and 
submarines 
during the past 
month 
than in any 
month since the submarine war start- 
ed. 
And there are certain to be more 
and more of these fights, the number 
Increasing in direct proportion to the 
number of destroyers fitted with the 
"ears" that not only will enable them 
to hear the submarines, but to know 
exactly where they are. 


By no possibility can the Germans 
build enough submarines or build them 
powerful enough 
to 
keep 
on equal 
terms with the great and powerful al- 
lied destroyer fleets now on the oceans, 
under construction or projected. 


It would not be permissible even to 
hint at the size of these 
destroyer 
fleets, if we had the figures; but it may 
be said that if the war continues for 
another year, the submarine zones, so- 
called, will be covered with powerfully 
armed destroyers capable of express 
"•jtrain speed, against which the subma- 
.^ne's ability to submerge will be a de- 
fense only w-hlle it is submerged. 


When it rises to "breathe," as it must 
'flooner or later, it will in most cases be 
In range of a five-inch destroyer gun. 
Behind these guns will be the best 
naval marksmen In the world, all spe- 
' daily trained to "get" submarines. 


Unless every naval officer who has 
•tudied the submarine problem is abso- 
lutely wrong in his calculations, long 
before another year rolls around the 
American, British, French and Japa- 
nese destroyers will have taken such a 
terrible toll of German submarines that 
t|ie.l0ss.0f tonnage by torpedoing will 
Jtave bieen reduced to a point where it 
Will not equal the new tonnage built. 
• 
When that point is reached the sub- 
'^iharlne, while it may continue to be an 
.IMinoyance or even a danger, will cease 
to be such a menace as to jeopardize 
the cause of the allies. 


The knowledge that a device and a 
method of defeating the submarines 
have been worked 
out has 
greatly 
heartened all allied statesmen and mil- 
itary leaders. 


It has spurred them on to greater 
¿¿tMty 
in the building of both de- 
stroyers and, merchant ships. 
They 
realise that the German autocrats' con- 
i trol over the German people has de- 
, pehded latterly upon the seeming suc-

The sooner it is proven to them that 
the submarine is doomed the sooner 
they will break under the terrific strain 
and sooner they will admit defeat and 
make possible the ending of the war 
which can end in no other way.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 28.—Sweep- 
ing embargo to all the world, designed 
to give the United States absolute con- 
trol of its exports for the period of the 
war has been proclaimed by President 
Wilson. 


The embargo order absolutely pro- 
hibits after August 30 the export of all 
articles of commerce to enemy and 
neutral counti-ies. 
It is planned 
to 
look after the needs of neutrals by 
licensed exportations in so far as the 
United States can do so after caring 
for its needs and those of its allies 
at war against the central powers. 


A separate list of commodities in- 
cludes additions to the original em- 
bargo order of July 9, which shall be 
withheld from all nations, allied and 
friendly 
countries 
included, 
except 
under licensed shipments. 
In this list 
is included fats of all kinds, 
other 
foods, construction materials and other 
articles necessary 
to 
the 
successful 
prosecution of the war by this govern- 
ment. 


Seeks to Conseri'e Gold. 
The problem of conserving the huge 
store of gold accumulated by the Unit- 
ed States since 1914 is believed to have 
been met in part by the addition of 
gold, bullion, currency, and evidences 
of indebtedness to the list of commodi- 
ties requiring licenses for export to Eu- 
ropean countries.

The effect of restriction on gold ex- j ^ 
ports, it is believed, will be to depress ! ^

Denmark, Sweden, Norway, 
Holland, Spain and Switzerland, where 
foreign exchange is against American 
money. 


IJOW Value Mystifies. 


Reasons for the comparatively low 
value of the dollar in these money mar- 
kets have not been explained entirely 
to the satisfaction of officials here by 
the ordinary balance of trade. 
In the 
case of Spain the balance of trade is in 
favor of the United States, yet the ex- 
change rate is heavily in favor of the 
Spanish peseta. 


While the total 
gold 
exported 
to 
Spain has not been great, it has been 
sufficently large to cause an inquiry by 
officials into the situation and close 
scrutiny of all transactions involving 
the shipment of gold to that country. 


British and other allied officials have 
been working with treasury and fed-

Japan, 
which is withdrawing gold from this

The first list, applicable to the enemy 
and his allies, and to the neutral coun- 
tries of Europe, brings under control 
practically all articles of 
commerce, 
while the second list, applicable to all 
the other countries of the world, makes 
only a few additions to the list of com- 
modities controlled by the proclama- 
tion of July 9, 1917. 
It is obvious that 
a closer supervision and control of ex- 
ports is necessary with respect to these 
European neutrals within the sphere 
of hostilities than is required for those 
countries farther removed. 


"The establishment of these distinc- 
tions will simplify the administrative 
processes and enable us to continue our 
policy of minimizing the interruption 
of trade.

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In Oklahoma It is Found to 


Be Main Cause of Absen- 


teeism from School. 


New York. Aug. !S.—In rural sec- 


tiens of ths country farm work }s the 
most active and inveterate enemy of 
school attendance, according to the 
August number of the Child Labor 
Bulletin, which is devoted mainly to a 
discussion of the effect of farm work 
on school attendance in times b_oth of 
peace and of war. The firat study was 
made in Oklahoma last year and was 
completed before the United States en- 
tered the war. It is part of the broad 
survey of the employment of children 
on farms the National Child Labor 
committee is making and is represen- 
tative of conditions existing in normal 
times. 
It was found in Oklahoma that farm- 


•work was responsible for more ab- 
sence* from school than all other 
causes combined—73,121 days of ab- 
sence being attributed to it and only 
44,14$ days to illness, the next largest 
group.. "This shows how serious a 
factor labor is in the breaking down of 
rural school attendance." says the re- 
port, "especially as the total of days 
absent is rnuch more than a third of 
the total days present." The result of 
Absence due to farmwork is shown 
most clearly in the figures for retarda- 
tion given In the report. 51 per cent of 
the farmworkers are behind In their 
cradeo, while less than 25 per cent of 
those absent because of illness, dis- 
tance and bad weather were retarded 
and pnly 12.6 per cent of those whu 
attended regularly. "When In con- 
nection with the fact that farmworkers 
progress most slowly it is remembered 
that they lose more school tin\e than 
all the- other groups combined, we arc 
confronted by a relation showing a 
logical secjuonce," .?aya th.e report. 
"Children can not d.o good, school work 
unless they attend regularly and the 
oftener they are absent the lower their 
standing will be." To meet the situa- 
tion the report recommends that the 
compulsory education law be strength- 
ened by making it apply to the entire 
term instead of to only two-thirds of 
It, as is the case at present, and that 
3. larger unit of organization than the 
local district be adopted as it is inv- 
,, 
possible to have the law enforced where 
local officials have to prosecute their 
own neighbors if they make any at- 
tempt to enforce it. 


The tendency of war to aggravate 


the conditions found in, normal times 
is br.mght out In another article on 
"The Child's Part In Food Production," 
based on an Inquiry into the extent to 
which children have been excused 
from school to engage in agriculture 
da a patriotic service. Much was said 
•last spring of the necessity for using 


,, 
school nhiWren to solve the farm labor 
problem and many school superintend- 
ents acted at once on. the suggestion. 
"There can be no question of the pa- 
triotic motives that led the state su- 
perintendents of education to advise 
local officials to excuse children from 
BQhool for favmwork," says the report, 
"but there 
IB very grave question 


whether the action taken by those of- 
ficials was not short-sighted patriotism 
Which will do the country more harm 
than good.'' In most of the states in- 


' 
vestlgated by the committee it was 
found that children were permitted to 
leave without any preliminary inquiry 
into the need for their services, inves- 
tigation of the places they were to 
work, provision for keeping track of 
them to know how many had left and 
where they were, or physical examina- 
tion of those who left to see that they 
were strong enough to do farmwork. 
As a result few superintendents of edu- 
cation had iiny idea how many chil- 
dren were excused, where they were, 
how much they were paid, what con- 
ditions they were living under, or 
whether they would ever return to 


• 
school. 
The report points out that if 


the school officials are permitted to 
Join with the farmer in putting crops 
before school attendance without any 
attempt to safeguard the children, con- 
ditions found to pxist in normal times 
will be greatly aggravated and at th.e 
end of the war the. younger generation 
on whom will fall the burden of carry- 
ing on the woi-k of the country will be 
handicapped by lack of sufOoiont edu- 
cation and premature labor. In Eng- 
land it was found that wherever ade- 


£$• quate wages were offered there were 


enough adults available to make it 
unnecessary to use young children on 
the farms,

"It is the duty of my profession to

He had suffered a 
slight attack ot the fever, when in 
Cuba, a few years before and believed 
himself immune. He went to the Ten- 
nessee city and had been there but a 
few days bafore he took the fever. He 
was one of its many victims. .'

articles of commerce to enemy and

ut war against the central powers.

Series to Conserve Gold. 


The problem of conserving the huge 


tore of gold accumulated by the Unit- j 
d States since 1914 is believed to have 
een met In part by the addition of 
old, 
bullion, currency, and evidences 


f Indebtedness to the list of commocll- 
es requiring licenses for export to Eu- 
opeiui countries. 


Regulations for the licensing will be 


iromulgatcd by the secretary of the 
reasury and enforcement probably will 
ie placed in the hands of treasury em- 
ployes. 


The effect of restriction on gold ex- 


ports, it is believed, will be to depress 
till further, temporarily at least, the 
•alue of the dollar in international ex 
change, especially in the neutral coun- 
tries of Denmark, Sweden, Norway, 
flolland, Spain and Switzerland, where 
foreign exchange is against American 
money. 


Low Value Mystifies. 


Reasons for the comparatively low 


value of the dollar in these money mar- 
kets have not been explained entirely 
to the satisfaction of officials here by 
the ordinary balance of trade. In the 
case of Spain the balance of trade is in 
favor of the United States, yet the ex- 
change rate is heavily in favor of the 
Spanish peseta. 


While the total gold exported to 


Spain has not been great, it has been 
sufficently large to cause an inquiry by 
officials into the' situation and close 
scrutiny of all transactions involving 
the shipment of gold to that country. 


British and other allied officials have 


been working with treasury and fed- 
eral reserve board heads for some time 
past to devise a method of conserving 
;he American gold supply. 
Japan, 


which is withdrawing gold from this 
country in large shipments from San 
Francisco, had not been a party to 
these conferences In the past, but with 
the arrival here of the Japanese mis- 
sion it is understood steps were taken 
to include its representatives in the 
informal discussions. 


The President's Explanation. 


In a'istatement accompanying the dras- 


tic order President Wilson makes it plain j 
that the embargo is not an absolute pro- 
hibition against exports. The president 
says: 


"The purpose and effect of tbis procla- 


mation is not export prohibition but 
merely export control. It is not the inten- 
tion to interfere unnecessarily with our 
foreign trade, but our 
own domestic 


needs must be adequately safeguarded 
and there is the added duty of meeting 
the necessities of all the nations at war 
with the imperial German government. 


"After these needs are met it is nour 


wish and intention to minister to the 
needs of the neutral nations as far as our 
own resources permit. Tliis task will lie 
discharged without other than the very 
proper qualification that the liberation of 
our surplus products shall not be made 
the occasion of benefit to the enemy, 
either directly or indirectly.
